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1 . The amendment filed 3/12/05 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: sections [0008, 0010- 
0013, 0018, 0021, 0024, 0037, 0038, 0042-0044], abstract. Specifically the new matter 
material includes 802.1 1b/g, digital communications, wireless LAN/networking, wireless 
laptop or desktop, continuous medium or a series of snapshots, pocket pc, server, etc., 
are but some of the examples. New matter is also introduced into the drawings, 
specifically in Fig. 1 (wireless pocket PC, Server, 802.1 1b router), Fig. 4 ("All 
communication is wireless using 802.1 1b platform). 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 
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The claims as amended in the 3/12/05 amendment contain new matter. The new 
matter is as follows: digital transmitter, digital receiver, wireless networking, pocket PC, 
802.1 1b wireless networking, etc. The specification as originally filed does not provide 
any written description support for any of these newly added subject matter, therefore 
these subject matter are new matter. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 15-17, the body of the claim fails to recite any physical means, 
thus rendering the claim confusing. 

6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

7. Claims 1 5-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 16, 17 recite a human being to perform 
the stated function, i.e. the administrator, which is non-statutory subject matter. 
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8. For the record, some claims in the clean reformatted copy and the marked up 
copy do not match. In the clean reformatted copy claim 1 is missing the added 
limitation (i.e. elements d & e) found in the marked up copy and claims 25, 26 are 
incomplete in the marked up copy. Since both copies were submitted on the same day, 
the examiner will have no choice but to consider both copies as one in order to properly 
examine the case. That is claim 1 will be taken from the marked up copy and claims 25, 
26 will be taken from the clean reformatted copy, and the rest of the claims are the 
same in both copies. 

Applicant is advised to proof read all future responses to ensure there are no 
more inconsistencies which can prolong prosecution. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US PATS. 5,896,165, 6,509,924, 6,762,788.
